A contract providing for con- 
struction of two rigid 6,500,000 
cubic feet dirigible airships at 
a total cost of $7,825,000, was 
awarded the Goodyear Zepplin 
company, Arkon, Ohio, by the 
Navy Department today. 

Secretary Wilbur and Paul W. 
Litchfield ,president of the Good- 
year corporation signed the con- 
tract, which calls for construction 
of the dirigibleg in 30 months. 

When completed the dirigibles 
are expected to surpass in size 
and performance any other air- 
ship built or building in the world, 
according to navy officials.
